THE OI.HO TAX. 


• Of the many schemes, legislative und 
otherwise, for affecting sonic reduc- 
tion, in the prices of foodstuffs, few 
have more merit of practicability and 
good sense than the bill Introduced In 
Congress by Representative Aswoll. ot 
Louisiana. This Is a measure to pro- 
vide for the reduction of tno tax on 
oleomargarine front 10 cents to 1 cent 
a pound, and to repeat the license tax 
on the manufacturers of the -product. 


When substitutes for butter began 


to be manufactured a number of years 
ago a determined demand was mnde 
by tue farmers aad dairy interests far 
protection. The fear was entertained 
that, if the business w«o permitted to 
be continued, butter making as an in- 
dustry would bo sniveled to so seven 
competition that the< persons depend- 
ent upon It could no longer make a 
liTlng. tn response to the great gut- 
cry which arose a 'number ot laws 
were enacted designed to regulate or 
restrict the manufacturo and sitlc of 
all butter substitutes. 
Among 
such 


laws was one placing an arbitrary tax 
6t W cents a pound on oleomargarine 
and requiring the manufacturers of it 
to pay a heavy license tax. 


Since the enactment ot these laws 


the business of-maklng butter substi- 
tutes has grown to one of great vol- 
ume and Importance. 
At the same 


time the business of butter making on 
tho farms, at fhs creameries ami the 
dairies has Increased In even greater 
volume and prl-es hava Kteadily act- 
vacced to the highest ever known. 
Meantime the consumers ot oteomar- 
•garioe. who for most part are persons 
of modest Inconxos who find It neces- 
sary ,to practice close economies In alt 
expenses of living, have Increased 
largely 
In number.

has increased tn sale to such an ex- 
tent that It long ago became one ot 
the staple articles of food.

"Most people who havo given this 


matter of preparedness serious con- 
sideration wttt ticreo with General 
Scott, chief of staff, thai the only 
democratic plan for our peoplo to 
follow is universal military training, 
lu other words, the burden of military 
duty should bo home by all and not 
by a few. This does not moan that all 
ot our citizens should be trained In} 
the use of arms, and In carrying the' 


• rifle, because 
military training 
la 


much broader lhati this, and involves 
v-'orkjn so many different departments 
Dial a" place could be found for all 
abl^bodied men to do their sharo of 
IMs training. 
Our people, many ot 


them, have come to realize ihIs and 
Ihey tmva oo fear that It would lead to' 
a military spirit and system which 
would be a detriment tq our free 
Institutions. 


"On the contrary, many who have 


given this subject study bellevo that 
It would have Just tbe opposite result 
and would mnkt* our military system n 
<-r»lly democratic Institution, and that 
l!;i:'. training would bo a g/eal benetU 
li saany ways to our young tneu, 


, "It our people would adopt some 
form of universal military service, it 
should not bo lei tho regular army 
alone, and It would oo necessary for J 
some such organization as the National 
Guard to be maintained In order that 
the training and service could be per- 
formed In such organizations. It Is 
Just RS unfair to criticise the splondia 
men and 
organizations who havo. 


answered tho call ol tho President dur- 
ing this year, and expect them to havo 
attained perfection, as It would be to 
have expected our navy to havo ad- 
vanced by leaps and bounds In Its 
strength and efficiency merely because , 
the present Congress authorized great 
Increases'In tlio Navy, and mailo ap- 
propriations to meet those Increases. 


"Alt taut was attempted by Uio last 


military bill was to make possible the 
building-up of a military force In the 
years to come. 


"Tho sudden, call, before tho guard [ 


had any chance to benefit by the pro-j- 
vlnlotis of training undoubtedly has 
boon a great blow to future enlistments 
In the guard. However, this call has 
given us a great body of trained men 
who will sooner or later find them- 
selves building up nddRlomit organiza- 
tion*. 


"Speaking from tho experience In 


Pennsylvania It must be remembered 
that these troops responded promptly. 
That In four days time after reaching 
Mount Grctna the llrat unit was start- 
ed for tho border, having boon vacci- 
nated and Inoculated and fully equip- 
ped, and that tho last organization was 
able to leave Mount Gretna on July 0, 
only 1G days after they had reached 
Mount Grctnu. 


"In this mobilization ot those or- 


ganisations they were, handicapped by

"That more men did not respond to 


this call and immediately Mil up those 
organizations to war strength Is no 
fault of tho national guard 
system. 


That tho War Department has seen 
proper to adopt a policy ot refusing 
discharges for men on the border, ovim 
though the conditions at home would 
have warranted a discharge during! 
actual war, will make It difficult In) 
the future to secure men to till these 
organizations. 


"This training, while It has been 


cosily and lias developed many weak 
spots, will not reflect any discredit on 
the national guard, but has In a great 
measure justified the hopes for It nt 
tile time FcdcruttztiUon was being con- 
sidered."
